Lake Walley Resort Plans 
Ambitions Expansion Program 


Completion of another major 
expansion program at Lake Valley 
Resort has been assured for this 
year as a result of suecessfu] ne- 
gotiations between -the Small 
|Business -Administratiin “of De- 
troit and’ Washington, the Gray- 
ling State.Bank“and the’ Arthur 
A. Hagmans, owners of thé resort, 
according to a report released. this 
week. : : 

The actual amount of addition- 
al capital involved has not been 
revealed, although a_ reliable 
source has placed the figure at 
“somewhere between $125,000 and 
$150,000.” The Grayling State 
Bank, in its first participation with 
SBA, will assume a share of the 
total capital outlay. 

According to Hagman, the ad- 
ditional capitalization will pro- 
vide funds for construction of a 
new Club Lodge, with steéping 
accomodations for up to 64 guests 
and a dining room capacity for up 
to'150 people. The new building 
will be located on the north shore 
beach of Upper Black Lake.

pansion according to Hagman, if- 
yolves construction of wild game 
bird pens and runway for mallard 
ducks, pheasant, chukar partridge 
and quail. These game birds will 
be released during the 5-month 
private shooting. preserve seasgn 
commencing September 15th. 

Trout ponds will be dredged 
from the springs and ‘streams 
which form the. headwaters of 
Black Creek on Lake Valley. prop- 
erty.
